In a newspaper published tv the so-

I do not know how old Marshal Pe-

80. He was retired from active serv- 
ice several years ago. A military man 
in France is not supposed to partici- 
pate in politics, nevertheless the mar- 
shal's political persuasions are well 
known. He is a radical-socialist, which 
does not mean that he is a Soeialist 
and even less that he is a radical, 
in the sense we give to these words. 

The army in France is not an army 
of pronunciementos like the Spanish. 
It follows the instructions of the gov- 
ernment and is not likely to follow 
any general who should take it in his 
head to take action against the gov- 
ernment. In France there’ is a gov- 
ernment of the P.pular Front, which 
gained power by 85 per cent of the 
votes. White, red, blue or yellow, it 
is the government of the country, le- 
gally elected and _ constitutionally 
formed according to the procedure of 
civilized democratic institutions, like 
the government of Spain. 

There may be men who are not in 
agreement with the Frenca govern- 
ment’s policies, there certainly are 
many opponents. But as to trking up 
arms against the constituted author- 
ity, that is far too serious a matter. 
It simply isn’t done. Moreover, in 
any grave political disputes involving 
the employment of force, the French 
government would only in the very 
last extremity employ the regular 
army. The army is to be kept out of 
politics at all times. 

A special force, the mobile guard, 
exists specifically to act as . support 
of the government in such cases. 
This force, 100,000 strong, perfectly 
armed, is not part of the army, but 
stands under command of the minister 


of justice.

EXPECTANCIES WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Mortality prospects of 

reconvening supreme court are not encouraging to 
those who expect it to be reorganized by deaths and new appointments 
during the next four years. 

The insurance table of life expectancy, based on American experience, 
quotes the following impersonal odds on the justices: (Their names are 
omitted because the statute of polite limitations outlaws birthdays for 
males after the first 60 and for females after the 16th.)

Which has nothing at all to do with football. Except that 
there is, very often, such a slight difference between a good 
team and a great team that the difference is impossible to de- 
fine into words. 

Auburn was five times within a span or so of the Tulane 
goal Saturday in New Orleans. Yet when the last whistle blew 
the score was nothing to nothing. 

Which, you will admit, is something. 


Auburn was supposed to win by at least a couple or three 


touchdowns. And that margin had been reduced following the 
Tulane victory over Mississippi the week before. 

What is lacking in a team which has the ability to 
carry the ball to the goal line and then can’t take it 
over? A power punch? One of those hairy-chested, 
grunting fullbacks who can blast open a hole and get 
his two or three yards each time he runs? Good quar- 
terbacking which keeps the defense off balance and ma- 
neuvers to create a weak spot in the opposing line? 
Or something else? 

Down at Auburn you will find Jack Meagher, pronounced 
Marr, incidentally, busy with the same ideas. He must develop 
a goal line punch. Not all touchdowns can be scored on long 
runs. 

Old Lou’s boys from L. S. U. suffered the same complaint 
last fall. They were up at Georgia’s line and didn’t score. They 
twice were at T. C. U.’s line in the Sugar Bowl game and 
couldn’t score. They could generate a play which worked for 
105 yards and a touchdown against Georgia. But score from 
the 2-yard line they could not. 

The great strength of the 1928 Georgia Tech team, 
for instance, was its power punch. When Roy (Fa- 
ther) Lumpkin fired both barrels at them from the full- 
back position he took the ball along.
